If so, 
I am sure that you are a friend and sup- 
porter, If not, start today or this week 
and become a regular attendant at Sun- 
day School, prayer meetings, young peo- 
ple’s meetings, and especially the regular 
preaching services. These are working to- 
gether as the mightiest unit in your 
community, endeavoring to help you to 
a better understanding of what life 
should be and mean to you, seeking al- 
ways to assist you in coming into those 
bkssed experiences and the joyous worth 
while life without which the present is 
empty and the future dark and hopeless. 

YOUR RESPONSIBILITY 

In view of what the Church of God 
is doing, have you ever asked yourself 
what is your responsibility toward it? 
Have you ever thought of what a trag- 
edy it would be, what a sin and crime 
against your community, should her 
doors be closed not to open again, should 
its Sunday School and young _peopie’s 
work be disbanded? Have you thought 2f 
those priceless, earnest, intercessory 
prayers that pour forth from God’s 
anointed servants day after day and nigh:

BORHOOD, FOR THE SALVATION 
OF SOULS, THE PRESERVATION 
OF HOMES, THE CARRYING ON 
OF A VIGOROUS, RELENTLESS, 
ENDURING FIGHT AGAINST EVIL 
AND FOR THE FULL GOSPEL OF 
JESUS CHRIST.

ot Gditorials 


JESUS’ PRAYERS AND INTER- 
CESSIONS 

Jesus made seven petitions to His Fath- 
er. First, thar Jesus may be glorified as 
His Son who has glorified the Father. 
John 17:2, “As thou hast given him 
power over all flesh, that he should give 
eternal life to as many as thou hast given 
him.” Here we see that Jesus has power 
over all flesh and He also has power to 
give eternal life. The Father gave Him 
His apostles and _ thousands of 
others believed in Him _ through 
their message. Jesus glorified the Father 
in all His work. Phil. 2:9, ““Wherefore 
God also hath highly exalted him, and 
given him a name which is above every 
name.” While Jesus came into the world, 
left His heavenly home, condescended to 
associate Himself with men and become 
a partaker of our infirmities, yet we see 
that the Father highly exalted Him and 
His name is above every name, and at 
His return in glory every knee shall bow 
and He will be crowned King of kings 
and Lord of lords. 


Petition two, John 17:5, “And now, 
O Father, glorify thou me with thine 
own self with the glory which I had with 
thee before the world was.” This refers 
to Christ’s eternal glory before He came 
to earth to offer Himself as a Redeemer, 
and now He prays that He will be re- 
stored to this glory and no doubt in His 
heavenly home He has been restored. But 
there will be a glory which will far sur- 
pass every honor that has ever been given 
to anyone, when Jesus comes back to set 
up His reign and to receive the king- 
dom and blessings from the Father’s hand. 
This will be the next great event that the 
world is looking for and it will bring that 
day of rest and glory that the troubled 
world needs so bad. This is the hope of 
the Christian and Jesus foresaw this in 
His petition to the Father before His cru- 
cifixion. 


Third, for the safety of believers. V. 


11, “Now I am no more in the world, 
but these are in the world, and I am 
come to thee. Holy Father, keep through 
thine own name those whom thou hast 
given me, that they mav be one, as we 
are one.” Here is a petition to the Fath- 
er, Jesus knowing that He was to leave 
and that those whom He had kept in His 
Father’s name would be left in the world, 
subjected to every trial and temptation 
that an evil world can muster. It is in 
the name of Jesus that all our petitions 
should be sent heavenward, and only in 
His name can we hope to intercede to 
the Father. We are not to be taken out 
of the world but to be kept from the 
evil of the world, It is necessary for be- 
lievers to be one in the Lord if they are 
to be kept in His name. Oneness is one 
of the most essential things today in the 
Christian experience. United effort will 
bring victory and power and I see a 
great need of being one in the Lord. 

Fourth, V. 17, “Sanctify them through 
thy truth: thy word is truth.” We all 
know that sanctification comes through 
the shed blood of Jesus Christ, but there 
is a special work done through faith by 
reading or hearing the Word of God, that 
is most applicable in sanctification. It is 
only as we have faith in the only begot- 
ten Son of God, and as we read and un- 
derstand His Word, that we can bring 
ourselves to the place where we can lay 
hold by faith for sanctification. Santifi- 
cation is the crucifying of the old man 
and the eradication of the carnal mind. 
It is one of the most glorious things that 
Jesus purchased for a lost and dying 
world. It will take out of us that inbred 
sin that has caused so much trouble in 
the world and without sanctification it 
is impossible for us to be victorious 
Christians. 

Fifth, for the spiritual unity of be- 
lievers. V. 21, “That they all may be 
one; as thou, Father, art in me, and I in 
thee, that they also may be one in us: 
that the world may believe that thou 
hast sent me.” One of the things that 
will convince the world of the reality of 
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religion is the spirit of oneness. It will be 
impossible for us to wield the influence 
over the world that we should without 
being one in the Lord, I believe Jesus 
looked down the lanes of time and saw 
the great divisions that wou!d be in the 
world and His heart was grieved. He 
prayed this prayer that His people might 
be one. I know that God is able to create 
a spirit of oneness among His people. If 
we will lay aside our preconceived ideas 
and pray earnestly, God will help us to 
be onc and oh, this is so necessary. 

Sixth, that the world may believe. Of 
all the convincing things to the world, it 
is the unity and love that exists among 
real believers. When we are divided it 
brings a spirit of unbelief over those who 
do not profess to be Christians. One of 
the things that is causing communism to 
spread is the broken unity and fellowship 
of God’s people. I believe this is one of 
the most necessary things in our day. 
God would not have us surrender truth 
for unity. Unity that would be obtained 
by a surrender of a Bible truth would not 
be spiritual unity. The Spirit of God will 
have to unite us in the Lord if we are 
ever one in Him. Human efforts fail 
when it comes to questions like this, but 


the Spirit can work into our hearts divine - 


righteousness and truth and it will cause 
us to be one in the Lord. Much could be 
said on this subject of oneness. There is 
a conclusion that those who really be- 
lieve the Word will be one but I believe 
it is possible for the devil to blind the 
eyes of many of God’s followers and 
cause them to fail to understand the 
Scriptures, but prayer coming from hon- 
est hearts will help us to understand 
God’s precious Word. 

Seventh, that believers may be with 
them in heaven, to behold and share His 
glory. V. 24, “Father, I will that they 
also, whom thou hast given me, be with 
me where I am; that they may behold of 
my glory, which thou hast given me: for 
thou lovedst me before the foundation 
of the world.” This will be the final 
blessing on those who are ready to meet 
Jesus at His coming to catch away His 
Bride. In this verse the petition sets forth 
clearly that Jesus has in mind having His 
people some day in the presence of His 
Father in glory, where they can behold 
His face and there see and know the 
great love wherewith He loved them, 


and behold the place that the Father has | 


prepared for all those who have been 
faithful. Ir is a wonderful thing for us 
to feel and know that some day, if we 
will be true, we will have the great hon- 
or of beholding Jesus with His Father 
and enjoying the bliss of heaven, a place 
without sin and where the beauty has 
never been marred. This ought to be the 
hope of every Christian.

The Prayer Meeting 


The idea of a few or many Christians 
gathering together for prayer is not new. 
It is common to us from childhood, and 
even back to New Testament times here 
is such a gathering, and it is quite pos- 
sible that it dates still further back. 
Sometimes they were held in the house 
of worship, sometimes in private homes, 
and sometimes in the grove or by the 
seaside, etc., but the thought is ever the 
same—the children of God coming to 
Him for help. 

1. The prayer meeting is a place to 
meet the Lord, Jesus said, “Where two 
or three are gathered together in my 
name, there am I in the midst.” So to 
such a meeting Jesus came. How many 
needy or hungry souls have found Him 
there! 

2. There is a sort of sacredness about 
the prayer meeting to all who attend. It 


is not a place or time for amusement or’ 


entertainment, but to pray and pour out 
the heart in a definite way to God. With 
the world and its cares and interests dis- 
missed for the time, the interests of the 
soul and the Christian life, and the af- 
fairs that pertain to the kingdom of God, 
eternal issues, are now being attended to. 

3. The one thought now is the pros- 
perity of Zion, the interests of the Lord’s 
kingdom. Individual hearts and 
must be helped. God’s presence and pow- 
er is to be renewed in the Church, a 
quickening of the spiritual life is needed, 
not once, but habitually, from time to 
time. The world-wide interests of God’s 
kingdom are not to be forgotten, all are 
included in the prayer-vision of the 
prayer-warriors. Limited vision means 
limited blessing, both individually, col- 
lectively, and everywhere, and this will 
mean that the great work of the Church 
is not going forward as the Master wills. 

4. Special items for special emphasis in 
the prayer meeting may be noted. There 
are individuals, loved ones or acquaint- 
ances, special cases for earnest prayer. 
There are the sick and some who are in 
dire need or distress, who should have 
special attention. Special needs of the 
Church, and the revival contemplated— 
much should be made of this need; then 
the workers, pastor, evangelist, etc. And 
why should we not feel it proper, ex- 
ceedingly proper, to include the millions 
in darkness across the sea, in our special 
list? How many of them have none to 
pray, none to care, I should say their 
case is urgent.

A WONDERFUL STORY 


A young man arose to speak and quoted 
these words of Jesus, “On this rock I 
will build my church.” He spoke of the 
Lord taking a people for His name, re- 
ferred to Acts of the Apostles, called it 
Acts of the Holy Ghost, and said that 
it is the Holy Ghost that calls people 
out, He is still calling, and will till the 
last soul is saved. He said that seven 
years ago, in his field of labor in Borneo, 
there were no Christians, now there are 
ten thousand. 


This young missionary described what 
he called “the longhouse.” It is a long 
building with side porch, where the peo- 
ple of a village live, the chief in the cen- 
ter, with a big fire, around which the 


people gather, 

One evening he sat before the fire tell- 
ing the story of Jesus to those who had 
never heard it before. He had been there 
all day, and through the night until the 
early morning hours, when he said, “I am 
so tired I will go and sleep and tomorrow 
I will take up the story where I left off.” 
He arose to go to a place provided at the 
end of the long porch. A young native 
touched his shoulder and said, ‘May I 
speak with you?” “Why certainly,” was 
he not looking for those who wanted to 
know about Jesus? More wood was put 
on the fire, it blazed higher than ever, all 
settled back ro their places. The young 
native said, “I do not live here. I am 
from another village, my father is the 
chief there. Five years ago I had a dream, 
in it I saw a white man, He said, ‘Your 
fetishes and skulls are all vanity. (These 
natives were head hunters and fetish wor- 
shipers and had skulls hung around their 
homes.) A white man will come who 
will tell you of the true God. You will 
know him and all will be well.’ When I 
awoke I told my father and family of 
my dream. They laughed at me. I told it 
to the villagers and they laughed at me 
too. I went and tore down my fetishes 
and skulls. I went aut in the woods, 
cleared ground, and made a crop of rice, 
and then I made the second and_har- 
vested it, then another and another. I 
waited for five years, and watched for 
my dream to come true. One day as I 
sat making baskets to harvest the rice, 
the drums from the next town below 
told me that a white man had come and 
was telling of the true God. (By the 
sound of drums they passed the news 
from one town to another.) I went into 
the house at once and told my wife to 


get something to eat for a long journey, 
and so I came.” After hearing the gospel 
of Jesus he now felt that his dream had 
come true. He asked the young mission- 
ary to come to his village and tell them 
there of Jesus. But the missionary said, 
“I cannot now, I must continue up this 
river and in this valley, but I will come 
to you as soon as I can.” 

In three months’ time he landed in 
this village but not unannounced for 
this young man, Osmemby by name, had 
thoroughly prepared the way. Osmemby 
met him at the boat and took him right 
to the village “longhouse.” He had a 
hearty welcome. In a short time twenty 
others had been saved. As the news 
spread in all directions, permission was 
asked for those in the rice fields and in 
the country districts to come. The signal 
was sounded and the people continued to 
come, and the simple story of the true 
God and Jesus who died for all, pro- 
duced great results. At this place a 
strange church was established, in which 
Osmemby had a prominent part. Hun- 
dreds and thousands in this part of Borneo 
have found the true God and there are 
millions in these islands who have not yet 
been touched, and not only here but in 
Asia, Africa, South America, and other 
islands of the sea there are many more 
millions without the knowledge of the 
true God. 

May we not humbly ask our heavenly 
Father to give us some little place in 
helping to get the Word of life to these 
many who have never heard the name of 
Jesus?—Evangelist Sam C. Perry.

If we do not get a building | 
before the rainy season begins, we will 
lose those precious souls who love the 
Church of God. If I had some way to 
travel I could be more successful but 
some places we have to walk and the 
journey is too far. I cannot go on foot 
and to travel by rail is expensive. If you 
who are over the seas could just look in- 
to our needs in Jamaica, you would un- 
derstand. 

Thank the Lord, we are gaining over 
here, but we do need help. We have to 
send workers to the new churches when 
we set them in order, because there is 
so much false doctrine here, and we have 
to pay their expenses. Many need clothes. 
Some don’t even have boots to cover 
their feet to’ go and preach the gospel.

God Never Fails Me 


SALISBURY, Md. — Dear Evangel 
readers, I am glad to send in my testi- 
mony to the honor and glory of God, 
praying that others suffering may be 
built up in the most holy faith and real- 
ize as I did that God is indeed no re- 
specter of persons. 

The 31st of December, 1936, I went 
to Dover, Del. to spend New Year’s and 
Sunday with my two daughters living 
there.

I 
had been operated on for them and the 
doctors said my gall bladder was so bad 
they had to remove it.

I didn’t want to leave any- 
thing undone, so I said, “Dear God, |!

Thursday morning, March 11, to my 
utter surprise in walked Brother and 
Sister Tull and Sister Mamie Carmine. 
They said they just felt led to come and 
see me. I didn’t know they were in this 
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part of the country as they are evangel- 
ists. Brother Tull anointed me in Jesus’ 
name and placed the handkerchief on my 
limb and they all began to pray. Oh, how 
I wish you could have heard that prayer. 
God sent His wonderful power down as 
a mighty electric current surging 
through my whole being and soon took 
me right off that bed. Praise His name. 
How He gave me strength to leap and 
praise Him for joy! I walked out in the 
kitchen, the first time I had stood on my 
feet since Dec. 31st, and ate dinner with 
the rest of them. I go wherever I want 
to now, to town to do my own shopping, 
to Sunday School and church.

This subject may seem somewhat pe- 
culiar but we have experienced some 
things in our lives that make us think 
of this. When we see one ride up to the 
church in a fine car, wearing good 
clothes, and when testimony service is on 
make more noise than any, then in our 
orphan march put in a penny, or when 
we collect for missions give one copper, 
we think of Alexander the coppersmith 
who did Paul much injury. 

Some of these Alexanders do not give 
anything, do not even pay their tithes 
but do not fail to tell the pastor how to 
run the church. They are always ready 
for conference and can have more to say 
than anyone, but when an offering is 
taken for the pastor or overseer in goes 
the copper cent and they generally want 
it to hit the pan hard, while they have 
money to buy foolishness—ice cream or 
anything they went—but no money for 
the orphans or missions. When the pastor 
takes an offering for some worthy cause 
they left the pocketbook in their other 
trousers. 

I heard of a fellow who was going to 
be baptized and he told the preacher he 
had his pocketbook in his pocket. The 
preacher said, “Let it alone, I want to 
baptize it too.” That is what we need— 
for our pocketbook to be baptized. I 
have seen popular preachers who did not 
pay their tithes.

His little children 
need it,” instead of asking them to give 
their one dollars or five dollars or what- 
ever they can.

planted in their hearts. 

I'll give a little of my own experience 
as a child. I was reared in a Christian 
home. My mother gathered us about the 
family altar each evening and read the 
Word of God and prayed with us. She 
had strict rules in the home and every- 
one understood them. If she asked one of 
us to do something and we excused our- 
selves, saying, ““Let some one else do it,” 
the only thing she said was, “Go to the 
cloakroom.” We knew to go there and 
stay until she came, and she always ad- 
ministered punishment sufficient. We 
were never allowed to talk back to our 
parents, if we did we were sure for a 
whipping. My mother never whipped us 
in the presence of the family, to say 
nothing of friends, We always went to 
the private room for punishment, and if 
one of the children laughed at the other 
after he had been punished he was or- 
dered to the cloakroom at once. Even 
when we were grown we were never al- 
lowed to quarrel in the home. If we 
were too big to be punished, we were 
asked to leave until we could come back 
in a good humor, and we always did it. 
A home thar is filled with quarrels and 
complaints is a veritable hell on earth. 
How misfortunate people are who have 
to live where there is no peace and hac- 
mony. 

We were never allowed as children to 
criticize in the least. We were always 
permitted to correct errors in reading and 
other studies but we had to do it in the 
right way. We were taught to have great 
reverence one for another. When people 
begin to magnify the faults of others, it 
is one of the most destructive things to 
happiness in all the world. Mother knew 
this and she never allowed it. We were 
not permitted, in our family circle, to 
mention faults of others without first 
explaining to our mother and getting her 
consent. ' 

When we went to church we had to 
take the seat nearest to the front and if 
we got up and walked across the church, 
when we reached home mother would 
send us to the cloakroom until she had 
time to come in. I attribute my love to 
God and His cause to the training my 
mother gave me. I will never forget her 
kindness, She was a sweet singer and she 
always sang in the evenings and we chil- 
dren who were large enough joined in the 
song. In fact, after the day’s toil was 
over the most pleasant thought that I 
had was of spending my evenings in the 
presence of my mother. 
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Boy, if your mother is loving, you had 
better turn your heart and mind toward 
home and send your mother a token of 
your love for her. If your mother has 
passed away, you had better pray and ask 
God to help you and turn your feet to- 
ward the testimony of the Lord. The 
sweetest name next to Jesus is home and 
mother,
